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Final master plan public workshop ton!

The new Romulus master plan is in the final stages of 
completion, according to City Planner Cynthia I^oa But 
residents still have a chance to voice their opinions on the 
direction of the city at the final public woitehop at 7 p.m. 
tonight at Romulus City Hall Council Chambers. 

The meeting is meant to give residents the opportunity 
to discuss ideas, concerns and expectations regarding 
community-wide issues before the master plan is finalized 
later this year 

Lyon said city officials have done their best to improve 
the current master plan by proposing a number of key 
changes that will better the community, but they are still 
open to comments and suggestions fix)m the public. 

The city has mapped out a list of overall master plan 
goals, including the creation of a mix of uses in the city 


that supports the economic vitality, tax base and livability 
of Romulus, to provide a solid residential base and to 
offer diverse commercial and office services. 

The goals also caU for the city to maintain strong indus¬ 
trial business development opportunities, to ensure all 
new uses that reflect consistent quality and character and 
to incorporate open space into the land use pattern. 

Within the new master plan, city officials are also 
attempting to create an identity for all neighborhoods in 
the city and to re-create a safe and coordinated trans¬ 
portation system in the city. 

There are specific goals for separate sections of the 
master plan. 

In the land use section, the city is looking to retain the 
elements of the mixed use, urban land use pattern, pro¬ 
vide diverse residential options and to create nodes of 
commercial use to serve neighborhoods. 

City officials also want to concentrate regional com¬ 


mercial uses, create new opportuniti 

opment and eliminate the sporadic pattern of industrial 

land uses. 

In the southwest area, the city wants to preserve the 
rural character by protecting natural features, incorporat¬ 
ing open space and reducing the allowable residential 
density. 

City officials said they want to further define the down¬ 
town portion of Romulus with street trees, buildings and 
sidewalks, improved parking, and to create a place for 
people to gather The plan also calls for the city to pro¬ 
mote dining, entertainment and retail uses in the down¬ 
town area 

In the Five Points section of the city, the plan calls for 
the creation of a dramatic entry at the intersection and 
include street trees, buildings and sidewalks to promote

“This is the first year we will

“We wanted to 
choose a needy group in 
Romulus and the animal shelter 
kept popping up.” 

The first 100 cars will receive 
dash plaques and there will also 
be door prizes, said O’Leary. 

Last year more than 100 cars 
came down to the car show and 
O’Leary said the committee is 
hoping to get more people out to 
look at the classic cars. 

“We really want people to be 
able to come down and look at 
these great cars,” he said. “We 
think that because of our loca¬ 
tion, so close to the Pumpkin 
Festival activities, this year we 
will have a better turnout” 


There will be a 50/50 raffle 
during the car show and 10 cars 
will be awarded Top 10 dash 
plaques by the committee. There 
will also be five people’s choice 
awards given at the event 

O’Leary said he believes that 
the car show will draw a large 
audience, because it is reminis¬

Foimer sheriff to face incumbent fn Wayne County race i

A familiar face hopes to return 
to his former position as Wayne 
County Sheriff 

Bill Lucas, who served as sher¬ 
iff for 12 years in the 1970s and 
80s, will oppose Democratic 
incumbent Sheriff Warren Evans 
in November. The 76-year-old 
was the only Republican candi¬ 
date in a field of nine contenders 
and took about 19 peix:ent of the 
vote in the primary election this 
month. 

“I’m running for this seat 
because I think something is 
wrong in the sheriff’s department 
that needs to be fixed,” he said. 
“Officers have told me that 
morale is at an all-time low, and 
that they do not receive the 
equipment and training they 
need to do their jobs.” He added 
that some officers have com¬ 
plained that crucial court cases 
have been put into jeopardy 
because officers have not been 
trained to testify properly in 
court. 

Lucas said that those issues, 
along with creating programs to 
protect children and elderly resi¬ 
dents and staying within the 
departmental budget would be on 
the top of his to-do list 

“The current department is 
out of budget alignment or so I’ve 
heard, and that puts law enforce¬ 
ment efforts into jeopardy,” he 
said. 

Lucas began his law enforce¬ 


ment career as a vice squad offi¬ 
cer with the New York Cily Police 
Department in the early 1950s. It 
was during this time that the 
future U.S. Attorney General 
Robert E Kennedy personally 
recruited him to join the 
Department of Justice Civil 
Rights Division as an investigator 
A few short years later, Lucas 
joined the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation as a special agent 
After a short stint at the FBI 
Cincinnati Field Office, Lucas 
was appointed Undersheriff of 
the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department. He eventually 
served three terms as sheriff 
Lucas said he’s now facing a 
situation similar to the one he 
saw 30 years ago. “Having been in 
this position before, I don’t think 
things will get and better if there’s 
not change in the department,” 
he said. “We have jail overcrowd¬ 
ing; officers who can’t relate to 
citizens through no fault of their 
owa We need to find some very 
basic solutions for these prob¬ 
lems.” 


Jail overcrowding in Michigan 
is currently a topic under debate 
in the legislature and the 
Sheriff’s Department 

Lucas left the office of sheriff 
when he was elected, as a 
Democrat, to be the first Wayne 
County executive. He changed 
party affiliations and campaigned 
against Gov. James Blanchard as 
the Republican gubernatorial 
candidate in 1976, but was defeat¬ 
ed. After the loss, he returned to 
the Department of Justice, where 
he was named director of liaison 
services. He returned to Detroit a 
few years later, where he was 
appointed to the bench of 
recorder’s court and later was 
elected and served on the Wayne 
County Circuit Court. 

Lucas received his Bachelor of 
Science degree from Manhattan 
College and his law degree from 
Pordham University Law School 
in New York City. He is a member 
of the Michigan and New York 
State Bar and is qualified to prac¬ 
tice law before the United States 
Supreme Court He and his wife

Historic growth 

Grant may fimd expansion of downtown park

Romulus residents may be 
seeing much more of Historic 
Paric on Himt Street thanks to 
a grant application submitted 
to the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources, according 
to Maria Lambert, Romulus 
downtown development direc¬ 
tor 

“We are very excited about 
this project,” said Lambert 
‘We are looking to expand the 
current Historic Park from 
Goddard Road west of Moore 
Street and south to Bibbins 
Street” 

The expansion is an effort 
to make Historic Park a cen¬ 
tral point for the downtown 
area, said Tim Keyes, econom¬ 
ic-development director 

“We want people to come 


downtown and notice Historic 
Park during events like our 
annual Pumpkin Festival,” 
said Keyes. “We want to also 
expand it to bring new thin^ 
into the park” 

An objective that was set 
forth in the Recreation Master 
Plan is to improve the current 
landscaping and create walk¬ 
ways and improve parking in 
the current park and a lot 
space for a picnic area for resi¬ 
dents. 

“We need to have a focal 
structure in the area,” said 
Keyes. “Something that draws 
people into the park” 

That focal structure is 
expected to be a 30 by 80 foot 
open-air pa\'ihon for residents 
who wish to picnic or to serve 
as a central point for events 
such as parades, festivals, con¬ 
certs or farmer’s markets. 


Keyes said the city would 
also like to move the historic 
Wabash FVeight Building into 
Historical Park and restore 
the building there. 

“We really do believe that 
all of this can be done,” said 
Keyes. ‘We believe at the end 
of it it will create a consistent 
flow to the downtown area and 
it will make it more inviting for 
residents to spend time down¬ 
town, especially during city 
events.” 

If the grant is awarded 
through the Michigan Natural 
Resources Trust Fund, the 
Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA) will match 
funds in the amount of 
$125,000 toward the expan¬ 
sion. 

Keyes said the entire pro¬ 
ject should take 12 to 24 
months to be completed.

Sunrey finds parents 
happy with schools

Parents of Romulus students 
have no qualms about sending 
them back to school in the dis- 
hicL according to a survey com¬ 
pleted last spring 

Romulus Community Schools 
Curriculum Director Tom Dolan 
said he is pleased with the 
results of a survey of parents 
completed earlier this year in 
the dishict 

“Our parents hold our schools 
in high esteem and they gave dis¬ 
trict schools a high satisfaction 
rating in many different areas,” 
said Dolan 

Parents with students cur¬ 
rently in the Romulus school sys¬ 
tem were asked to complete the 
survey. The questionnaire asked 
parents a range of questions on 
topics from the safety of their 
children at school to the perfor¬ 
mance and availabilib^ of teach¬ 
ers and staff 

- According to Dolan, the sur¬ 
veys revealed that 99 percent of 
parents questioned believed 
their children’s teachers were 
available to help students who 
requested it At least 97 percent 
of the parents surveyed indicat¬ 
ed teachers care about their stu¬ 
dents, students receive the 
appropriate recognition for good 
work and students are enthusi¬ 
astic about coming to school. 

Parents reported that they

retail, service and office uses, as 
well as create a place for people 
to gather. 

In the southern gateway, the 
plan calls for another dramatic 
entry point into Romulus at the 
Eureka Road and 1-275 inter¬ 
change. The city also wants to 
define this area with street trees, 
buildings and sidewalks and to 
promote research, office and 
supportive uses. 

The city has also devised a 
neighborhood plan that ear¬ 
marks key neighborhood con¬ 
cepts that will be cilywide. 


feel their children are safe at 
school and they feel the disci¬ 
pline program is fair with the 
principal being accessible to stu¬ 
dents and parents. 

Dolan said parents at Wick 
Elementary also praised the 
Compass-Odyssey Online 
Program that is used to help stu¬ 
dents master daily lessons dur¬ 
ing after school sessions. 

The program was part of a 
grant that enabled students to 
work on lessons in a step-by-step 
fashion. If a student did not pass 
the chapter tesL they received 
additional training and tried 
again. The program was also 
made available to students at 
home. 

Parents received weekly 
progress reports and were able 
to access information about how 
their child was doing from the 
Internet 

The survey showed that stu¬ 
dents throughout the district 
liked and looked forward to 
monthly incentive assemblies. In 
order to attend their programs, 
excellent attendance was 
required. 

Parents and students addi¬ 
tionally agreed that their school 
building was clean and orderly. 

“We have tried very hard to 
make our schools the best possi¬ 
ble and it is rewarding to have 
our parents and students give us 
such high ratings on the ques¬ 
tionnaires,” said Dolan. 


These include promoting 
organization, supporting tradi¬ 
tional neighborhood design, pro¬ 
tecting the rural, low-density 
neighborhoods, providing all 
with parks, schools and pathways 
and minimizing the impacts of 
incompatible uses. 

Under the transportation plan, 
the city wants to balance all modes 
of transportation whether it is the 
streeL air, pathway, transit or rail. 
The plan also calls for the control 
of driveway spacing and locations 
and to consider road improve¬ 
ments or realignments, intersec¬ 
tion changes and new technology 
to improve traffic flow in the city. 

An interconnected pathway 
and sidewalk system may also be 
developed throu^out the city.

Planning and Economic Development Director Kelley, Recreation and Facilities 
Director Ross, Planning and Zoning Administrator Pugsley, Parks Manager Averill, 
Lieutenant Brooks, Executive Assistant Ireland, Secretary Cline and an audience of 
twenty-three (23). 


Supervisor King requested a moment of silence be held in honor of former United

This is the third of five subdivisions in the Walden Woods 
residential development located north of Tyler Road between Morton-Taylor and 
Belleville Roads. This is an option available to developments in the township where 
DTE Energy will install and maintain overhead street lifting and the homeowners are 
billed annually. The Township uses the special assessment process to provide a method 
to collect payment for street lighting via the property tax bill. The initial capital outlay 
paid by the developer is $14,943.50. The $3,358.52 annual operating cost is to be 
spread among the eighty-six lots with an annual cost of $39.05 per lot, per year. DTE 
Energy has the right to modify the annual cost periodically due to changes in operating 
and replacement costs. Director Kelley stated he spoke with DTE Energy in regard to a 
resident inquiry of how the annual cost is figured and stated it is like an insurance poli¬ 
cy to cover numerous items such as replacement cost due to damage of street light 
poles, basic maintenance and the cost of electricity. 


Trustee Jahr clarified the annual bill is added to the homeovmer’s tax bill. 


Trustee Rochowiak stated the resident who made the inquiry attended the August 16, 
2004 Work Study Meeting and Director Kelley confirmed he was satisfied with the 
answer. 


There were no comments from the audience. 


There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 
Jahr moved, Herman seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 


Payne moved, Herman seconded to open the public hearing to establish a special 
assessment district for the purpose of developing design and construction plans for 
improvements to Venetian and DeWitt Streets south of 1-94. Carried. 


Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for an expla¬ 
nation. Director Kelley stated this is a request made by the benefited property owners 
on Venetian and a portion of DeWitt 


Streets for the Board of Trustees to accept their petitions to establish a special assess¬ 
ment district for the purpose of preparing engineering drawings and construction docu¬ 
ments for the reconstruction of these public roads. Last year the Township’s Water and 
Sewer Department secured a grant to clean and improve the road ditches on these 
roadways.

Director Kelley further stated if the Board of 
Trustees approves this resolution tonight the next step in the special assessment 
process is to present a resolution for the special assessment roll for the engineering 
drawings and construction documents to the Board of Trustees for their approval at a 
future Board Meeting.

Director Kelley stated previously Jeanette and a portion of DeWitt Streets were 
improved when the Belleville Road improvement was done. The remaining portion of 
DeWitt Street south of Jeanette Street is what is to be reconstructed. 


A resident inquired about the engineering plans that were used for the ditches and will 
the residents know the interest rate before the special assessment roll is done? Director 
Kelley stated the engineering plans used for the ditches does not include the recon¬ 
struction for the roads, they were only for the ditches. He further stated the residents 
will receive a notice of the special assessment public hearing indicating the cost before 
the special assessment roll is spread.

District came to terms with three 
unions last week The formaliza¬ 
tion of the fourth - with the 
Wayne-Westland Education 
Association - is expected next 
month.

It’s going to be another busy year for the Wayne 
Civitans. 

The group met last Wednedsay for the annual 
club budget meeting and will formalize the projects 
to be funded this year the next time they get together, 
according to Don Hartford, the incoming president 
of the group. 

“I think it’s going to be an exciting year for the 
Civitans,” he said. 

The group traditionally funds a local chapter of 
the Special Olympics and has been working with sev¬ 
eral literacy programs as well as setting aside money 
for park improvements at the recently-renovated 
Civitans Park and they may take on a new charitable 
effort, Hartford said. 

He said the group may get involved with a nation¬ 
wide effort to provide school supplies for children in 
Iraq.

The group also goes to the schools on parent 
ni^ts to read to children and help fund the summer 
reading program at thb libraiy which included story 
times and crafts on Thursday 
mornings. 

“They’re pretty big on literacy,” 

Van Stipdonk said of the group. 

Another goal for the group this 
year is to get together with mem¬ 
bers of all of the other civic groups 
in the Wayne and Westland commu¬ 
nities, according to Hartford. He 
said he wanted to form a presi¬ 
dents’ council, where the presi¬ 
dents of groups like the Civitans, 
the Kiwanis clubs, the Rotary and 
more would get together three or 
four times a year to bounce ideas 
off each other. 

He said he would send out let¬ 
ters to the presidents of the differ¬ 
ent groups and invite them to the

Patience may pay off for officials - and residents - of the City of 
Westland. 

Mayor Sandra Cicirelli said last week that they should soon hear if 
the city will receive a state grant to help clean up the old Cooper 
School site and prime it for further development 

The grant hasn’t been officially awarded yet - most likely it 
depends on the still-ongoing budget discussions at the state - but the 
fact that she and other members of the team were willing to call the 
press out to the site and discuss it points to a probably positive out¬ 
come. 

If it’s received, that money, coupled with a low-interest loan that 
wouldn't come due until there is tax revenue from the development to 
repay it, could finally bring closure to a long-standing concern for 
community officials. 

The school has been vacant for more than 10 years, and sits board¬ 
ed up, with a rusty fence protecting the exterior of the 40-acre site. 
Once a flagship school in the Livonia Public School District, it now 
attracts vandals and miscreants, who use it as a place to perfect their 
graffiti-scrawling skills. 

In short, it’s just an eyesore, a reminder of an unpleasant past 

The city and the school district have tried numerous times in the 
past to secure additional funding to make the site more attractive to 
developers. They’ve reformed a Brownfield redevelopment board 
and designated the area as such. TheyVe applied for grants in the past 
to help with the cost of clean up on the site - the one sticking point for 
potential developers. 

It is an attractive site in a community that is rapidly approaching a 
complete build out The 40 acres of gently rolling land back up to 
Hines Park, and are in the middle of an area with a well-established 
residential and commercial component It’s no wonder that develop¬ 
ers would be interested in transforming the site into something that 
would benefit the communily, the neighbors and themselves. 

Hopefully, the good news that the city and school district are 
expecting wiU soon arrive and some of the final obstacles facing any 
impending development on the site will be removed. 

Whether the Jonna Development Co. is the one that finally puts 
together a plan to transform the site is really immaterial; the issues 
would be the same, no matter who wants to build there. 

Hopefully, these issues will be solved, soon, and officials will have 
another feather in their respective caps.

Noithville police lasers OK’d

The Northville Township 
Police Department became the 
latest agency in the area to add 
another tool to their belts. 

The department will purchase 
eight taser guns after township 
trustees approved the expendi¬ 
ture last week. The devices will 
cost about $8,426, but the 
Michigan Municipal Risk 
Management Authority 
(MMRMA) will pay $2,000 of the 
cost, according to Police Chief 
John Werth. 

“It gives us more options than 
to go to deadly force,” said Werth. 

“It’s another tool in the tool 
box,” agreed Tawnship Manager 
Chip Snider, who also serves as 
the director of public safety for 
the township. “It’s not perfect, 
but understand that without this, 
the next step for officers is to use 
a firearm.” 

The taser guns incapacitate 
subjects by shooting a large elec¬ 
tric charge through their bodies. 
The charge effectively immobi¬ 
lizes suspects, allowing officers to 


apprehend them with greater 
safety. Most of the injuries that 
take place - between police offi¬ 
cers and suspects - occur when 
the officer has to initiate physical 
contact, Werth said. Taser guns 
greatly diminish that possibility.

Even so, the tasers are not the 
first line of defense, according to 
Werth. Officers are trained to use 
spoken commands and other 
defensive techniques like pepper 
spray before they draw the taser 
weapons. 

“It’s for when (suspects) are 
combative and try to fight off the 
officer,” Werth said. 

It’s not 100 percent effective, 
he added, but nothing truly is. 
Recent incidents, most notably in 
Plymouth Township, where offi¬ 
cers tried to subdue a suspect at 


a church day care with taser guns 
that apparently had no effect on 
him, have caused the purchase of 
the guns to merit more discus¬ 
sion. 

Trustee Shirley Klokkenga 
said she was concerned about 
that incident and others that 
have, for one reason or another, 
caused the death of the suspects 
involved could bring a level of 
liability to the department Werth 
said there was no conclusive 
proof that the tasers caused the 
heart attacks that allegedly 
caused those deaths, however. 
And the weapons are safe 
enou^ to bring in the grant from 
MMRMA, a township insurance 
carrier 

The department will have 
eight of the weapons, one for 
each of the four road patrol units, 
and four back ups that will 
charge when not in use. 

Werth said the tool was an 
important one to have because of 
the long-term effects the use of a 
regular fii'earm can have. 

“I’d rather have it available, 
than to have to go for my gun,” he 
said.

Peaceful moments are hard to come by 
at most day care centers. The facility 
Nancy Janoth recently opened in down¬ 
town Plymouth is no different Knee-high 
creatures clamor around her wanting 
toys, treats and attention. Cooing ‘par¬ 
ents’—as Janoth refers to them—pick up 
their ‘kids,’ enthusiastically asking them 
what they did that day. 

But they generally have a ‘ruff’ time 
answering, considering the mischief-mak¬ 
ers at Janoth’s new center aren’t children, 
they’re dogs. 

Janoth celebrated the grand opening 
of Happy Hounds Day Care Sunday. The 
“Dog Extravaganza”— complete with a 
‘leash cutting’—featured local dignitaries 
like Plymouth mayor pro-tern Dan Dwyer, 
pet portrait photography and treats for 
dogs and humans alike. 

According to Janoth, the event started 
out in size and scope as a Chihuahua, but 


ended up a St Bernard. 

“It turned into the dog event of the 
year,” she said. 

But despite the human hoopla, the 
dogs remain at the center of the event 
and the business. 

Operating a day car center for dogs is a 
relatively new idea that has taken shape 
in the last 10 years, Janoth said. It’s more 
akin to the pet-sitting business she ran for 
6 years in her native Cleveland before she 
moved to Plymouth 2 years ago than a 
kennel. Instead of just being a place to 
house and feed animals. Happy Hounds 
is a ftm environment where dogs can play 
and mingle with other dogs, she said. 
There’s a back yard filled with toys and a 
pool and a playroom that looks like it’s 
meant more for children than pooches. 
There are even pictures of the dogs’ 
favorite superheroes like Huckleberry 
Hound and Underdog on the walls. 

Happy Hounds, which started opera¬ 
tions Aug. 3, already has 15 customers, 
and more than a hundred inquiries. 


Janoth said. It’s about $25 a day for some¬ 
one to send their four-legged friend to day 
care. Worried dog-owners also have the 
option of going online and checking on 
their pet via webcams that are set up in 
every room at the facility. But according 
to Janoth, the best reason for someone to 
bring their dog to her is that it allows dogs 
canine company. 

“It gives them exercise,” she said. 
‘People go home so exhausted. They just 


don’t have the time.” 

Having worked in the corporate world 
for 20 years before she started her pet-sit¬ 
ting business, Janoth said she knows all 
too well the struggle of working long 
hours and coming home to an enei'getic 
dog 

“I would have loved to have this ser¬ 
vice available to me,” she said. 

“The dogs love it, the parents love it, 
and I love it,” she said.
